fires) is neither to faint or flatter it ſelfe, but in the name of the 
Godof hoaſts to goe foorth with our armies,and with courage onely 
eat Mar- 


tialiſts haue dome, that haue ſought and gottes fame 
Herod, Hannibal, Cæſar, Attila, and infinite others, who haue left 
behinde them nothing whereof truly to glorie, onely the ſtinke of 
their ambition, and laughter of men remaineth.. A nd our 27 
enemies teſtiſie their apt imitation of theſe tyrants in all their vi- 
ctories, wherein they regard nothing more then the number of 
tomnes burned,and of men,women and children murthered. And 
he priſeth his © mr deareſt, that hath inhumanely bereaued 
moſt of life, and moſt tyrannouſiy behaued himſelfe in the warres, 
without feare of God, or clemencie towards man: ſhewing thereby 
how farre they degenerate in affeition from true ¶ hriſtiaus, that 
embrace compaſſion and mercy as the badges of true religion which 
reacheth that wee ought to conforme our mindes to a godly procee- 
ding in the aff ayres of warre without rigour tyrannie ſti- 
Hious lenitie. And to this end ought all men called to the profeſſion of 
armerto be furuiſbed with dinine vertues,that all their proceedings 
may ſauogr of godlines — boldnes. And for as much as 
(by reaſon of aur vſurped libertie to ſinne more in this profeſſion 
then is fit in any) we are deprined 4s er e 
knowledge of that good courſe which in theſe _ of warre i 
to be taken. «And therefore all militarie men ought to haue conti- 
nuall counſell and conſultation with the God of armies diſclayming 
their owne wiſedomes, iudge ments and valour, and to followe what 
is commanded in,or agree th with his word. The Common-wealth 
of Iſrael was held happie for that it might ab, andreceine coun- 
ſell and direction in all their proceedings of God by Vrim and 
Thummim. But much more bleſſed are we in that the dinine light 
ſhineth unto vs in Chriſt, whereby the true meaning of the ſpirit i 
expounded in the word of trueth, whereums all men are innited 
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blond, 4

freely to referre themſelues, and therein to ſearch diligently whas 
dutie ts of them in their ſeuerall functions: for therein 
bath God declared his mind and will concerning all things where- 
with man hath to deale in this life. From thence muſt enery degree 
be furniſhed with warrant and direflion how to proceede in their 
profeſſions: therein is the Prince taught how to rule rightly, the 
ſubretts how 1 : therein are ( ommanders in the warres 
directed how to diſpoſe of their charge wiſely, and the mferiour 
ſeuidiers may theremlcarne how to frame beth their affeftions and 
all their proceedings godly. And for that the office of a ſouldier ts 
4 callmg of higher reckoning and of greater moment then it is 
commonly reputed . the general and rude multitude, yea, then it 


is con to be, of the moſ# that undertake to carrie armes in the 
field,and of ſome that beare office in the warres: it is requiſite that 
all foould vnderſtand what burt hen they beare,that they may alſo 
learne to diſcharge the ſame, ſo as they may be worthie tobe called 
What they deſire to bee. For as the life is to the bodie, ſais vertue to 
the minde,and the dinine —— tothe ſonle : the bodie without life 
i but a dungbillibe without vertue is but a ſinks or gulfe of 
filthie cogitation and the ſoule without the heanenly comforter i. 
but 4 forlorne captine vnder the Prince of darknes, Ignorance of 
the will of God is a darke clowde that ſhadoweth all dinine quali- 
ties, and that ſimoot hereth enery ſacred grace and ſpeciall fanour 
receined at the hands of the higheſt,whereby a ſouldier becommeth 
oftentimes proud of vanitie, and coueteus and —— of vitions 
and hurt full in ſtead of vertuens and profitable things:whereby be. 
becommeth conquered of his owne carnall a fections, making him- 
ſelfe tbereby wnfit to vndertale that honorable act ion which onlie 
is proper tothe vertouu and toſuch as feare God. Such as are ar- 
med with dinine habiliments within,aſwell as girded with milita- 
rie furniture without. For who ſo conſidereth that he fighteth for 
the Lords cauſe, for his Princes ſtate, his countries good, and hit 
owne hanour cannot but thmke himſelfe bound to caſt off all im- 
fedrments that may hinder his proſperitie, or blemiſh his reputa- 
tion therein, For there is no aſſurance in things drſpleaſing the 
Ring of Kings,m things vnſanourie to the ſpirit of God who being

en our fide giuet h vs victorie: but if we defraude him of the reue- 
rence and Honour dre vnto him from our ſclues at home, and from 
our meu of war. e abroad, wee haue no aſſurance that be is with vn 
and for vs. nd therefore when we goz foorth with our Armies 
(ſaith CHeſes) we mult then keepe vs from all wickedneſſe: for 
chat the Lord himſelfe walketh in the middeſt of our campes to 
deliuer vs, and to giue the enemie into our hands, if we be bolie: 
but to deſtrey vs it we be prophane, faichles ard wicked. And it 
b uh been ener 4 noted ſubtiltic of 4 wicked ene mie ed & 
Sathan, ro lay * and ſuares to cauſe Chriſtians to ſinne. Searc 
(ſaith Achiot) if there bee any wickedneſſe among them, chen 
ſhall wee ſurely deſtroy them, otherwiſe we ſhall neuer preuaile 
againſt them, for their God will defend them. And it ſcemerh 
that our aduerſaries haus no greater enconragement,then to ſee 
the fruites of our groſſe corruptions, ing that wee feare not 
God, becauſe wee tranſgreſſe his will ſo 
rake notice of the unciuill beheniour and licentions lines of aur 
men in the warres, grounding greater hope toprenaile,by reaſon of 
our ſinnes, then by their owne forces, Experience hath long told 
vs that there hath been de felt of vertuous exerciſes among men of 
militærie profeſſion,who ſeeking to be renowmed, begin not at the 
feare of God, but yeelding their mindes captine to frune,come con- 
quered into the field : and therefore their enterpriſes often faile of 
victorie. But hom ſoeuer ſome aceme the contrary, it doth higly 
dignifie men of armes,t o feare and ſerus the lining Ged,and = 
at aue with him before they preſume to march tothe battell,or un- 
dertake to beare armes in the field. And all ſuch as are called to 
that hug b and worthie calling ought to be changed in their minds, 
caſt ds eff all the former luſts of the fleſh, to ſhape their 1 
after à more holie order : for the neerer they reſemble the great 


conqueror by participation of bis dinine vertues, ſo much the more 
powerfullſball they become, and bee partakers alſo of his glorie 
conquering by him, as were Gideon, Barac, Sampſon 


Dauid, Samuel, and mam other that in and by bins onercame bing- 
domes, and obtained many admirable victories ag ainſt their ene- 
mics. It isau honorable thing in Commanders tobe able * 


boldiy and aboue all they

by word to godlines of life, but more honorable when their exhor- 
tation is — with the example of avertnons life : for the one 
proceedeth from the tongue, which may diſſemble before the world, 
the other fromthe heart, which is knowne to God. And he that 
truely ſcund within, cannot but appeare vnto others to be ſo: for he 
will bring foorth the fruites of approbation, among which it is not 
the leaſt to haue care of the choice of bis ſouldiers, as of the moſs 
vertnons,as much as heth in him, 25 the example of Cyrus, who 
ſayd vnto his ſouldiers: My friends,] haue choſen you, not be- 
cauſe l haue had experience heretofore of your manhood, but 
becauſe I haue knowue you readie to doe thoſe things which are 
honeſt, and to eſchew all diſhoneſſie. In his choice he ſcemed to 
agree with the opinion of valiant Agamemnon 4 Grecian Cap- 
raine, who affirmed te Achilles, that one man beloued of God, is 
in ſtead of many men in an armie. On the comrarie the Seri 
ture affirmeth, that the wickedveſſe of one man indangereth the 104/947 1.2 
ſtate of a whole armie, as Achan did the armie of lracl. The Em- 

perowr Traian ſayd. to accept of warre, to collect ſouldiers, to put 

them in order, and to giue battell, belonged to man: but to giue 

victorie was _ —_ of pres ves Wherevy it followeth, that 

as Vittorie is t of waging battell,and battell diſpoſed by beſt

thing in the execution of this buſmes,then to doe all in his feare ho- 

wor andrenerence,that gineth that which is ſtriued for. I hey that 

conet to vanguiſh, and net to bee vanguiſhed,mnſt rele wholly on = 

bim that diſpoſeth of victorie, and to vſe ſonl/diers, munition and 
policie as his meanes: for if they be bleſſed by him they are bolie, -

fore that our enterpriſes may ſucceeds to our camfort, it be- 
boueth all menof armes,of what qualitie or degree ſoener hebee, 
not to thinks it a blemifh to hirreputation tobe ſeene vertuous, re- 
ligions and godly, but to teftific the ſame inthe view of all men, by 
comtmuall exerciſe of prayer andpraiſe to the God of hoaſti that he 
way ſtill bleſſe thoſe meanes , direct their comnſels, and difpoſe of

HERE is nothing in this worlde 
mote pleaſing to fleſhe and bloud 
then peace, nor more beneficiall toa 
comms wealth. For wherenotrouble 
is, there is a quiet ſtate fiite for euery The /weete- 
» boneſt Artiſt to practiſe his skill, to the efedes of 
furniſhing of the ſtate with Sciences Ne. 
3 1:4 neceflarie and profitable. In peace are 
Uuxes at liberty to be duely executed, 
and luſtice may flouriſh without reſtraint: Veitue may then 
ſhewe her effectes, and Religion bee practiſed, without terror 
ortorture, Then may the Church execute neceſſary Diſcipline 
and mannage all thinges to Gods glorie and the comfort and 
commoditie of all his members. This bath Eng land tryed 
true, almoſt ſortie yeeres ynder Queene Elizabeth,who from E. nd 
God hath brought vs the # 3 this wiſhed peace, toge- peaceneere 40. 
ther with the rich Jewell of the freedome of Religion, whoſe gere. 
fruits(if they flouriſh not as they ought amongſt vs )the fault is 
e precious bleſ- 
ſings, finding vs negligent and colde in our profeſſions, threat- 
neth to rouze vs out of our ſecure dreames by the drum of his 
ſurie, io awaken vs out of our ſlumber by the noiſe of warte, nay Cod threat- 
by the blowes of warre, we heare the ſound, we ſee the ſwords, _ * 10028 
the Cannon play es in our cares, the armours glitter in our eyes, — 2 
here is the beginning of warte. After the ſweete ſong of Peace warre, 
peæce, not is the ull dumpe of Marre warre. And what is A nem /ong,s 
Warte, a May- game ? Noe. it is the woſull meſſenger of con- wofull ſong. 
fuſion, withoutthe mercie of our offended God,whichistabe 
obtayned by ſaith and repentance. We all know. that peace is

plauſible, aioyfull and wiſhed thing, and yet we ſeeme full of it, 
or at leaſt of the fruites of it, which is plentie and eaſe, ſulneſſe 
and forgetfulneſſe of God and our ſelues. But if we had ſeene 
warre as we haue taſted peace, we ſhould eſteeme the bettet of 
peace and prouide againſtthe feare of warte, in meeting the 
1.54. 25. 23. God of hoaſtes to appeaſe him, as eFb:gail did Dauid. But 
England (God be prayſed) hath beene made acquainted with 
warre by report from our 3 territories, and the moſt 
of vs are ignorant whether it be ſu eete or ſowre by experience: 
Maryef 6; and therefore thinke not that it bringeth the miſeries which 
are ignorant Fraunte, Flaunders, Holland, Zeland, Brabant, and ſundry o- 
of” the ecke, ther molt pleaſant Landes and Prouinces, haue long time en- 
of 1 of dured: where in luſtice hath beene ſuppteſſed, and imurie, vio- 
cke lence, will, and the ſwordes ſurie preuayled. Theſe infernall fire- 
brands inkindle warre, whence proceed the outrage of bloudy 
furies, wherein ſpoyles are helde lawfull prize, riots maintained 
a5 rightfull lawes, innocents murthered, maydens, wiues and 
molt graue matrons violently abuſed, and forcibly deflowred, 
— deſtroyed, religion confoũded, houſes conſumed with 
fire, all vertue and honeſt duety abandoned, vice exalted and 
imbraced, the ſeruice of God contemned, Gods children mur- 
dred,cuery degree, ſexe and qualitie grieued and d, all 
trades —. — hindred, the beſt men — and 
all chis ( with many other miſerics ) hy acrewe of moſt merci- 
Werres {alve eſſe and wicked men, Heere are in parte the fruites of furious 
for ſecure yarte. And yet it is the ſalue that our moſt louing God applieth 
r le. (Oo the inſections of ſuch Kingdomes and Countries, as abuſe 
his moſt ſweete bl: ling of peace. We are not ignorant of this, 
though wee haue yet but giuen ayme (as it were) to forraine 
broyles , not conſidering, or atleaſt not reforming the euilles 
that long peace hath breadat home. For which our forgetſul- 
neſſe and neglect of duetifull diligence to reforme ys, the ſame 
God, that found out this remedie for the ſinnes, or iudger 
for the tranſgreſsions of other Nations, hath threatned the ſame 
to vs, for that we repent not at his many other moſt gentle ad- 
monitions. It ſeemerh he hath decreed ſomewhar againſt vs, 
for the common report is, that there will bee waxes, — — 
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England muſt prepare for warres , & ſurely this gentle forewar.. Gods forewar- 
ning of God (among many others) is to be helde a precious fa. "© 4 — a 
uour, for that he giuech vs time to conſult with him, whatisto ©* 

be done, in ſo waighty a pretended buſines. And there is no 

doubt but our Soueraigne is not ſlacke, not onely to conſult 

with her choſen and graue Senatots, but with high ſehouah the 

God of Armies and — her glorious guide and our appro- 

ued moſt ſtrong and loving defender, to whome alſo like true 

Niaiuites we mult all flie, from the one degree of men to the 

other. And fithit is the buſineſſe of warre, the generals clueſe · Genera, c 
tains aud captaines,inferiour officers and private ſouldiers, muſt , 
martch forth and beginne the action, continue it and performe pun fd 
it in his feare. And as victorious Dauid did, they mult aske , 
counſell of him, and he will teach them and inſtruct them as he 25.1.

become abeaſt being a mightie Monarche of the worlde after 
his many conqueſts, was no more ſtraunge. The killing of G- 
ha by 'Danid was no more atmirable; (if wee conſider, by 

vw home the thing was done) then the killing of a uorme by a 
man, for the Lord of hoaftes is the hand that effecteth great 
things by weake meanes as by Gideon with 3 00. men he o- 
uerthrew the whole hoaſt of the Mydianites. So that we may 
not recken what God can doe; for there can bee no eftimation 
or limitation of his power, neither in regarde of his mercie, 
wherein he ſaued Daniel among the lyons, and the 3. children 
in the fire, and confounding their accufer:5neither of his iudge- 
ment & vengeance wherein he deftroiedthe whole world with 
water, and Sodom with fire. And therefore wee may conclude, 
leaſerh,and there is no ex- 
oth, policies, riches or multi- 
tude of men with him But whoſoeuer fearing him truely doe 
cõmit themſelues & cõmend themſelues vnto his fauour, thro- 
wing themſelues done & all their naturall wiſedom & power 
at his feere in humble prayer and ſingleneſſe of heart in a lively 
fayrh. may aflure the mſrlues that both he can and wil doe more 
mightie things for them then hath bin hitherto ſcene of men.

For God in 
nothing is more pleaſed, then V ith the aſſembly of ſuch as co- 
uet to know him thereby; and to increaſe in rigbieouſneſſe and 
true holineſſe, if it bee but two in a conſultation: and it were a 
heavenly vnion & a wiſhed 1 in the field, 
if the end of their ſociety were to ſecke God & the true know. 
ledge of him, his loue to wardes them, & their dueties towards 
him. And to that ende, God in prouidence afforderh to mortall 
The wordef man, that the labours of the holy and bleſſed Prophets and A- 
Sa poltles, the rec ordes of the will and the lone and fa-

to God and eueiy good minde, are imbraced of ſoldiersforthe ſi ;nbracedsf 
molt part, whereby they may learne to loue and line more vici- ſclarers, 
oully. But it were a happie — they would abandon all 
theſe offenſiue & vnptofitable trifles. u hereby they are taught 
to grow from euill to worſe: and woulde imbtace the wrde of 
trueth and ſaluation, and ſuc h other divine inſtructions, as may 74, x,4/+ , 
make them the better and not the worſe for the vſe. The ne we necefery com- 
and old Teſlaments are to be recommended vnto them, and to percen for 4 
be defended by them, as the moſt abſolute le well that a ſoldier rr. 
can carrie with him, togarniſh his proſeſſion with, or exerciſe 
himſeltcin at all times, not to keepe him onely from ialenes & 
doing nothing, but to teach him howers forſake finne and to 
follow vertue and re exerciſes, to and mortifi 
ſinne, which is foſtered by vanitie and idlenes, and to practiſe 
goodnes more and more. Soldiers ought to be of Pythagoras 
minde, that laborious and paineſull thinges will ſooner bring a >,;,o,x 
man to vertue, then thoſe that are nice and delicate. Thinges hings wi 
pleaſingtothe carnal mind, may be tearmed the fruits of e honor ſooner = 
nes, as are contupiſcence, luxurioufiies, drunkennes , ſwea- e delt. 
ring fatterie, vainglorie and ſuch like vanities: which( though 
they haunt many, otherwiſe well qualified, and be deemed of „ _ 
ſmall impottaunce ) blemiſſ the reputation of a ſoldier ſo dhe ee 
much amohg men, as their beſt vertues become ſſained with a fel 
their filth,” Jt Ir endeuours cun win'againewhat ,.

and maketh them bluſh to bethinke them of it. Whereloeuer ir 

Yhebet pef goeth it carrieth with it ſorrow and grieſe, and theſe are the beſt 
Swat in giſtes ſhe beſtoweth on them that loue her beſt. But if ic were 
_ a truegriefe, working repentance not to be repented of, it were 
x heauenly gift, for it would ſo deteſt the oecaſion, as hee that 
repented would neuer teturne nor conſent to ber allurementes 

A4 ſecond time, nor be ſnared againe witch her enchaunted baites: 
which as they are many. ſo muſt our wiſdome prouide cautions 

to hinder euery prone deſire in out ſelues. And becauſe carnall 
wiſedom or ſtrengthis not onely nor apt to reſiſt, but to yeeld 

to euery encounter, wee mult fly vnto the towre of refuge , to 

the mercie of God, for power to ſtand againſt ſuch a mortall 
illuGon, It is vnfitte that euill thinges ſhould be once named a-

Whether a- 
greeth beſt wich che honor and reputation of a ſouldier, to be car- 
nall and careles, or to bee watchfull and ſober? Put away then all 
wrath, ang er, malicrouſnes, cur ſed and filihie ſpeaking aut of your 
monthes. It ſhallnothing diminiſh your valour,ncither ſhall you 
appeare more ſingular then becommeth Chriſtians, ifyoucleere- 
ly put off the old man with all his workes, which clogge you that 
you cannot march rightly like ſouldiers to the end oftrue honor. 
Put on the new man which is ſhaped in holmeſſe and know- 
ledge : for by it moſt high and pretious things are gotten,cuen al 
things that pertaine to life and godlines, throughthe knowledge 
ot him that hathcalled vs all from the corruptions which are in 
this world,to be partakers of heauenly things. And thetefore we 
muſt indeuour = — . faith to faith, that we

thevertuous, For as Cicero ſaith, Al wiſemen dye willngly. But the 
word of God affirmeth, that the godly dye more willingly, for 
that they be the Lords. And that made Thomas to exhort his fel- 
lowes to dye with Chriſt, Pau / ſhewetha reaſon why che godly 
ncednotonely not to feare, but to bee willing to dye, namely, to 
be with Chriſt. There is a notable mirror ofthis di of death 
in ( allicratides, General vnto the Lacedemonians,whobeing rea- 
die to giue battell to his enemies, was warned by hisSoothiayer, 
that the entrailes of the ſacrifice promiſed victorie to the armie;

Much hach bin 
ſpoken of many of this Hnineegurene and much might be here 
remembred. But as I began heretoſore to ſpeake of « neceſſa- 
rie vſe of Religion, in men proſeſſing armes, whoſe profeſſion 
tendeth to obtaine victorie againſt enemies: ſo I holde it con- 
uenient to applie this treatiſe of prayer alſo, as it may beſt ſteed 
a ſoldier in the warres.
